THE. FOOOCHOW FLOOD. 

Wo: reproduced yesterday an account of 
the recent-terious inundation at Foochow 
from the Foochow Herald. It has, however, 
teferenca to the Foreign séttlement parti- 
cularly, and we now give an account of the 
effect of the calamity in the interior of the 
city where the Governuient’ offices are 
located, A correspondent, writing.undor. 
date of the 14th instant, sayar—.. 


The sad news which 1 now take up my 
pen to write to’you will have, no. doubt; 
reached your place ere this. . The inunda- 
tion, according to the statement of the old- 
est inhabitants, was very muob ‘worse than 
the two preceding ones which ocourred. in 
the 14th and 24th year of the reign of Taou- 
kwang. Eee 

At noon on the 3rd inatant, the day on 
which the Viceroy took his departure to the 
capital to have an andietee of the Emperor, 
the weather began to look cloudy and 
shewed signs of the approach of hewy 
rains, . At 2 p.m. the same day . the 
forebodings were realised and it com- 
menced to rain very hard and con- 
tinued ‘till after dusk. Subsequéntly the 
appearance of the sky ‘was overcast and 
monotonously dull, broken occasionally by 
showers of ‘rain. This kind of weather 
continued up to the 9th inst, when heaven 
opened its: window and poured down in tor- 
rents for three days and three nights asin 
the time of Noah. , On the morning of the 
ith all the Diltiviafi reslities were, os it 
were, re-enacted, for every Bart of tho olty 
of.
